 House Bill No. 348 -- Divorce, Annulment and Alimony -- As introduced, allows a court to 
consider control discounts, control premiums, and discounts for lack of marketability when 
determining the value of a closely held business or similar asset for purposes of property division in 
a divorce even if the sale of the business or similar asset is not reasonably foreseeable. Amends 
TCA Title 36, Chapter 4. 
 
 House Bill No. 1415 -- Murfreesboro -- Subject to local approval, moves the election of 
mayor and city council to coincide with the regular August or November general election as called; 
requires vacancy in the office of mayor to be filled by voters in a general election. Amends Chapter

 Senate Bill No. 24 -- Handgun Permits -- As introduced, exempts active-duty military service 
members and veterans who have specialties as military police, special operations, or special forces 
from handgun carry permit firing range requirements. Amends TCA Title 39, Chapter 17, Part 13. 
 
 Senate Bill No. 69 -- Sunset Laws -- As introduced, extends the department of economic 
and community development four years to June 30, 2021; requires the department to report back to 
the government operations committee on the department's response to the findings in the 
performance audit report by December 31, 2017. Amends TCA Title 4, Chapter 29, Part 2 and Title 
4, Chapter 3. 
 
 Senate Bill No. 229 -- Domestic Violence -- As introduced, requires the court to give a 
defendant intending to plead guilty to a domestic violence offense notice of the firearm 
dispossession consequences of a domestic violence conviction and sets out a procedure for a 
person convicted of domestic violence to terminate possession of all firearms. Amends TCA Section 
39-13-111 and Section 40-14-109. 
 
 On motion, Senate Bill No. 229 was made to conform with House Bill No. 1112. 
 
 On motion, House Bill No. 1112, on same subject, was substituted for Senate Bill No. 229. 
 
 Senate Bill No. 240 -- Boards and Commissions -- As introduced, authorizes the governor to 
appoint persons to fill positions on certain boards from lists of nominees submitted by interested 
groups, instead of requiring appointments to be made from such lists. Amends TCA Title 63, 
Chapter 13, Part 2; Title 63, Chapter 13, Part 3 and Title 63, Chapter 23, Part 1. 
 
 Senate Bill No. 273 -- Administrative Procedure (UAPA) -- As introduced, clarifies that only 
those administrative judges and hearing officers in the executive branch are required to complete 
training conducted by the department of human resources, division of training, within six months of 
employment. Amends TCA Section 4-5-324. 
 
 Senate Bill No. 361 -- State Employees -- As introduced, extends state employee defense 
protections to foster parents under contract with agencies under contract with the state and not just 
to foster parents under contract with the state. Amends TCA Title 8, Chapter 42 and Title 9, Chapter 
8. 
 
 Senate Bill No. 509 -- Housing -- As introduced, adds East Ridge to governing bodies 
authorized to adopt ordinances to inspect residential rental dwelling units that are either deteriorated 
or in the process of deteriorating for compliance with applicable codes. Amends TCA Title 13, 
Chapter 21, Part 3. 
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 Senate Bill No. 708 -- Correctional Programs -- As introduced, enacts the "Comprehensive 
Local Correctional Enforcement Task Force Act" to create a task force to conduct a study and make 
a report and recommendation concerning local correctional facilities by January 15, 2018. Amends 
TCA Title 4; Title 8; Title 40 and Title 41. 
 
 Senate Bill No. 710 -- Libraries -- As introduced, revises provisions related to the operation 
of local libraries and the state regional library system; specifies terms for board service. Amends 
TCA Title 3, Chapter 1; Title 10, Chapter 3; Title 10, Chapter 5; Title 10, Chapter 8; Title 10, Chapter 
1 and Title 40, Chapter 39. 
 
 On motion, Senate Bill No. 710 was made to conform with House Bill No. 520. 
 
 On motion, House Bill No. 520, on same subject, was substituted for Senate Bill No. 710. 
 
 Senate Bill No. 738 -- Health Care -- As introduced, increases the cap on the amount 
healthcare providers can charge for copying medical records, other than for records involving 
workers' compensation cases, from $20.00 for the first five pages and 50 cents per page for each 
page copied after the first five pages, to $24.00 for the first five pages and 50 cents per page for 
each page copied after the first five pages. Amends TCA Title 63 and Title 64. 
 
 Senator Overbey declared Rule 13 on Senate Bill No. 738. 
 
 Senate Bill No. 1167 -- Codes -- As introduced, authorizes the state fire marshal to inspect 
an owner's building upon the owner's request to determine if the building meets the statewide safety 
standards even if the building is located in a county or municipality that has opted out of the 
statewide safety codes. Amends TCA Title 68, Chapter 120. 
 
 Senate Bill No. 1211 -- Safety, Dept. of -- As introduced, requires the division of protective 
services to provide police services for all state office buildings; requires the division to oversee the 
state facility protection officer program in conjunction with the commissioner of safety or the 
commissioner's designee; requires that certain officer commissions be issued only to persons 
assigned to property owned or leased by the state. Amends TCA Section 4-3-2006 and Section 4-3-
2019. 
 
 Senate Bill No. 1262 -- Taxes, Alcoholic Beverages -- As introduced, extends by one year 
the manner in which liquor-by-the-drink tax proceeds are distributed to local political subdivisions. 
Amends TCA Title 4; Title 5; Title 6; Title 7; Title 8; Title 9; Title 49; Title 57 and Title 67. 
 
 Senator Overbey declared Rule 13 on Senate Bill No. 1262. 
 
 Senate Bill No. 1322 -- Economic and Community Development, Dept. of -- As introduced, 
removes requirement that agencies receiving public funding to assist businesses with sales volumes 
of $200,000 or less, or with fewer than 15 employees, must annually file a report with the 
department detailing the agencies' success with assisting such businesses; removes requirement 
that the office of minority business enterprise, or other division, must file a report with the 
commissioner compiling the agencies' filed data and must annually report the results of the data to 
the general assembly. Amends TCA Title 4, Chapter 3. 
 
 Senate Bill No. 1340 -- Firearms and Ammunition -- As introduced, authorizes district 
attorneys general and similar persons to carry firearms subject to training and certification 
requirements.

 (2) Integrate information that is recognized as medically accurate by 
the American Congress of Obstetricians and Gynecologists about the 
prevention of unplanned pregnancy into academic courses if and when 
appropriate, including abstinence education; 

 (3) Identify opportunities to raise awareness of and provide resources 
for the prevention of unplanned pregnancies across the entire student 
population, including those living on campus; 

 (4) Identify no-cost or low-cost policies and strategies to address the 
prevention of unplanned pregnancy and to promote student success and 
completion; 

 (5) Include collaboration with the student health services, local 
departments of health, federally qualified health centers, and other local 
agencies, as appropriate, to promote access to care and dissemination of 
information;  

 (6) Identify other topics or issues relating to the prevention and 
reduction of unplanned pregnancies among the college student population;  

 (7) Encourage needs assessments that implement existing best 
practices and sustainable strategies, and coordinate pregnancy prevention 
efforts through existing ongoing activities on sexual assault prevention and 
education, sexually transmitted infection prevention, and HIV prevention, 
based on the unique needs of the specific campus; and 

 (8) Identify process and outcome measures to track and evaluate the 
success of the initiative. 
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 (f) The task force shall submit a report summarizing its efforts under this 
section, including any recommendations for legislation, to the chairs of the education 
committee of the senate and the education administration and planning committee of 
the house of representatives no later than March 15, 2018, at which time the task 
force shall cease to exist.
